WASHINGTON (NEA) - An Intense tKhlnd-thc-sccncs 
stniggl* has d«v«lop«d within the Carter odmlnlstrallon 
over the extent of the (edersl guvomment's commitment 
to solar energy as i source of power In the 2tit century. 

The previously unpubllclztd conflict has been conrined 
In recent months to the Domestic Policy Review on Solar 
Energy, a govcmmenl-wldc task Torce ettabliihcd last 
spring by President Carter to propose solar options tor Ihc 
future. 

The policy dlipiite Is llkdy to erupt In public bcrorc the 
end ot this year because members of the study group are In 
dtsagreement over virtually every tundamcnta] Issue 
relating both the character and scope of the federal 
commitment ta'iolar energy, ' 

Compoundinfi the problem are the conflicting signals 
that have come' during the past ycar^rom the president, 
who Inltally proposed a sharply reduced budget tor solar 
research and development during the current fiscal year, 

.But soon after Uie potential ot solar enerny besian to 
capture the ImiKinalton of lh« public, Carter dramatically 
shifted his position and made a "Sun Day" pllKrImaftc to 
-th*^«d«r«Lf|Ovcrnmeat'a5olar£BcrKyHesearchixistUulc 
In Colorado, 

In a speech Itiore, Carter announced that he had 
Instructed the Department of Energy (DOE) to ihlfl 1100 
million of Its current fundlnfc. ifilllally earmarked for 
nuclear programs, to solar reseoirh 

He also quoted with approval o Council on Environ- 
mental Quality (CEQ) study which csUmaled "thai we 
could meet at much ai oite-fourth of our enersy demands 
' from solar iourcM by the end of this cenluo' and perhaps 
more than half by the year 2030," 

T^e study k^hip 1j composed of representatives of 
approximately 50 federal dfpartnients and agencips But 
DOE dominates ili work because it controls the 
secretariat, Ener(t>' Secretar>- .lames R. SchleslnRcr is 
chariman ot the full ta&k force and another DOE olflclal 
beads akeyiubcomsiittee. 



Many DOE ottlclals, lonji committed to the wholesale 
expansion of Ihe country's nuclear powec capability, have 
been notably cool toward the notion of the harnessing the 
sun, wind, tides and other forms ot solar power ai a major 
energy source. 

They are, however, wUllng to accept the concept of 
. lorfte-scole, capital-intensive solar collection and distribu- 
tion systems operated for'the profit of private utllltj' 
companies. 

On the other. side ot the Issue are those tn tavor of 
passive, small-scale, decentralized solar systems under 
local control, with the benefits ot the new tcchnoIoKy 
available to people In all Income brackets. 

Those criteria were emphasiied. by many of the 
wlthesscs at (he 13 public hearlnss conducted around the 
country by the study group, as wcit as several smaller but 
vociferous federal afiencles represented on the govern- 
ment tasit force. 

Although Carter endorsed ttic goal of Using solar power 
to ftiect 2S percent of all national energy needs by the year 
2000. the study group first-suncested that tlie maximum 
practical tlKurc was in the IS-to-ai percent range and now 
. Jiaa lowered that esUmote^tpjnJy t'o-12 percent. 

The study group has given only cursory'atteniron lo inr~~ 
potential ot alcohol as a substitute for petroleum tn the 
production ot auto fuel and has totally Ignored rubjects 
such as solar storage, harneulng tidal energy and using 
solar power lo propel electric autos. 

The solar enthusiasts on the federal task force, who toon 
may take thrlr case to the public, noted thai the president 
likened the challenge of harnessing the tun's pwoer to the 
bold action taken by the I'nited States to mc«t "the 
challenge of the space race. ' ' 

But after haggllne over almost two do:en draft versions 
of Its recommendations to the Wt\i\e Houx, the study 
group has produced only a collection ot tjwffenslve, 
unimaginative proposals that will thwart rather than 
promote the growth of solar energy.
